The 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture then took up the work and 
began to thoroughly investigate this 
strain of ‘alfalfa, its probable origin, 
breeding, history, cold resistance, 
availaWility of seed supply, ete, They 
soon convinced themselves that this 
was one of the very iirst strains to 
become well adapted to cold tigorous | 
climates. After their investigation 
had been carried on long — enough,

A TALE OF THE 
INDIAN MUTINY 


In the great Indian Mutiny iN DALE OE OP 


which took place in the last cen- | 
tury many heroes performed 
brave deeds. 

The mutiny began at Meerut, | 
on May 10, 1857, when, after 
murdering their British officers, a 
number of  sepoy regiments 
marched to the great city of Del- 
hi, the old capital of the Mogul 
Empire. ~ 
‘ In the morning the mounted 
troops were seen approaching 
Delhi. The rumor was quickly 
flying from mouth to mouth that 
the army had risen against the 
British, and that the white man's 
rule in. India was at an end. The! 
troops poured in; the mob was 
soon raging through the streets 
seeking for Englishmen to kill. 

In the telegraph office was a’ 
young clerk. He made no: at-| 
tempt to escape but stood coolly | 
by his instrument flashing _ his 
warning along the wires to other 
parts of the Punjab. The words | 


A merchant of Uvalde, Texas, 
not long ago wrote something of 
the former abundance of buffalo 
in the Southwest.. From 1873-to 
1874, he says, he saw as many 
as eight large prairie schooners, 
drawn by eight mules each, stand 
on Congress Avenue, the main 
street of Austin, Texas, loaded to 
the full capacity with nothing else 
but back ‘straps and ‘smok 
falo. tongues sold to the public at 
twenty-five. cents each, These 
buffalo were:killed by the tens of 
thousandsgon fhe “North Concho 
River, fifty miles northwest from 
San Angelo.

“IT was a boy chain carriér out 
with a surveying party for four 
years, locating the public lands 
into alternate sections, one for the 
railroad and one for the public 
schools, and I was all over West 
Texas afoot.

When our party of twenty-one 
men’ and twelve U. S. soldiers, 
who acted as -our bodyguard, 
reached Fort Concho—now Sa 
Angelo—the post trader had a 
room behind his store, twenty by 
twenty, and this room was filled 
with dréssed buffalo hidés, and 
each one of our party purchased 
three dollars and fifty cents for 
one,hide to sleep on. We paid 
for each dressed hide. You could
